"FALSTAFF" 


SYNOPSIS OF THE STORY. 


ACT I. (Scene 1.) A room in the Garter Inn. 


Gathered round Falstaff's chair in the Garter Inn, Windsor, ate his rascally hangers-on, Bardolph and Pistol, and 
the furious little French doctor, Caius, on whom they have played some of their usual low tricks. This time Falstaff the 
bully triumphs, but our next glimpse of Falstaff the lover promises trouble ahead : he proposes to pay court to two well-to-do 
Windsor wives on whom he thinks he has made an impression : for daring to refuse him assistance on the ridiculous grounds 
of “ their honour,” Falstaff the bully turns his two satellites out of doors: but we fancy their disloyalty may be dangerous. 


(Scene 2.) The garden of Ford’s house. 


Falstaff's love-letters prove more dangerous still : the two inamoratas happen to be bosom friends and * Merry Wives ” 
in a sense far different from that of Falstaff's hopes. Astonishment, rage, and laughter mingle in their reception of the letters, 
and dire vengeance is sworn between them. Meanwhile Bardolph and Pistol have betrayed their late master to Ford, one of 
the husbands in question : these three, Ford’s doctor-friend (of Scene 1) and a young gentleman (who woos Ford’s daughter 
in spite of being forbidden the house—she is designed for Caius), meet in much excitement and soon hatch another plot 
against Falstaff—the two plots (and a third on the part of the young lovers) are conducted with great secrecy and severally, 
but in operatic ensemble. 


ACT П. (Scene т.) A room in the Garter Inn. 


Falstaff the schemer, drinking as usual, and doting on his prowess and diplomacy, is sadly deceived ; first by the feigned 
penitence of his henchmen, next by the blandishments of “ Mrs. Quickly ” bringing a flattering reply to his letters, with a 
promised assignation at Mrs. Ford’s house that very day. And last by Ford himself, in a visit paid incognito, with a Still 
deeper and more elaborate temptation—Falstaff is actually paid to attempt the sedu&ion of a certain © Mistress Ford,” thereby 
to advance the so-far-hopeless suit of this “‘ Master Brook.” Falstaff goes to dress for the occasion, gaily boasting of his 
assignation to “ Master Brook,” who has to choke down his jealous fury as best he may, knowing nothing of the women’s plot. 


(Scene 2.) A room in Ford’s house. 


At Ford’s house a rare comedy ensues. The “ Merry Wives" complete their preparations for the gallant (these 
include a laundry basket), and they also plan to save little Anne from her horrid French husband-to-be. The first part goes 
according to plot; but Ford’s real arrival in a towering rage, with friends and neighbours to search for the “ fat villain,” 
complicates the action considerably : so does a love-scene stolen behind a screen by the young people at the critical moment. 
They ate “ discovered ” instead of Falstaff (this is a masterstroke of variation on Shakespeare on the part of Boito), and a 
variety of congternations ensue. But Falstaff is in the basket, and gets emptied into the river among the laundresses to the 


general delight. 


ACT III. (Scene 1.) Outside the Garter Inn. 


Falstaff is sorely discomfited, but not disillusioned, as a little sack tends to revive him. The jestets have not done 
with him. A new embassage in the person of Quickly soon mollifies his rage and resentment—the ducking is explained 
away as stupidity on the servant's part, and Alice Ford will avail herself of the Windsor Park legend of ** Herne the Hunter ” 
to meet him there, so disguised, at midnight. The fat knight is gulled into swallowing all this, all the plotters eavesdropping 
with great relish. Ford lays a counter-plot to get Anne betrothed to Caius out of all danger from Fenton, and his wife 
lays another with the opposite intention. In the forest masquerade, fairy-revels, with Anne as Queen, are to mingle with 
Falstaff's final discomfiture and the betrothal rites : the various plotters go home to prepare. 


(Scene 2.) Windsor Park. 


This scene explains itself on the foregoing: it is a finale on a grand scale with romantic and fairy music in contrast 
to the bucolic and grotesque “ wizardry " of Falstaff's torments. With some poetic justice the old sinner “ gets his own back ” 
every now and then, and Mrs. Ford is more than a match for her husband at match-making, poor Caius being tricked into a 
fairy bride who turns out to be Bardolph in disguise. ‘The revels end with a grand fugal song started by Falstaff (now 
forgiven his folly, and friends again with all concerned)— 


“ Life is a Stage, we're on it: 
Each and every one of us, merely a player. 
Often a bee in the bonnet 
Only makes life the gayer | 
Laugh and be laugh’d at— 
Laugh and be laugh’d at, 
To laugh at his neighbour is every one’s way, 
Good to be first with laughter, 
But the /2£ wins the day |”

SYNOPSIS OF THE STORY: 


CHIRP IHE FIRST. 


Thete is love and contentment in the house of big, lumbering, honest John Peerybingle, the Carrier, and his fair little 
wife. There is a baby, too, with Miss Tilly Slowboy as a general help. All this we shall see as the kettle boils merrily on the 
gleaming hearth and the clock ticks on the wall, But also upon the hearth is a cricket making the air ring with its cheerful 
chirrup. “І think it is the fairy of our home,” says Mts. Peerybingle, and fairy it is, as we find when the curtain rises. A 
good fairy guarding jealously the happiness and honour of this little household. 


Presently we see Dot contentedly waiting her husband's return. Не enters wet and tired after a long day driving 
in the wind and rain. Dot sets him down to supper, in the midst of which he remembers a strange parcel he found waiting 
for him by the roadside. This is a deaf old man whom he has left sleeping in the cart. John brings him in, then finishes 
his supper and goes out to see to the horse and close the stable for the night. While he is gone the “ old man ” snatches 
off his wig and beard and discovers himself to Dot as Edward Plummer, an adventurous youth, who some yeats ago had been 
helped by John to go to South America where he hoped to make a fortune. Nothing has been heard of him for some time 
and all suppose him to be dead. He explains his return to Dot and that he is disguised in order to find out if his old sweet- 
heart, May Fielding, still loves him. May is about to be married to Mr. Tackleton, the toy merchant, a surly domineering 
man. He is the employer of Edward’s father, Caleb. Dot assures Edward that May is true to him and together they plan 
to save her from a marriage with Tackleton. Edward makes Dot promise to keep his identity secret even from John, who is 
then heard returning from the stable. Edward quickly resumes his disguise. The а@ closes with Dot making John ask 
the Stranger to stay with them overnight. Edward retires. The curtain falls as John and Dot sit quietly by the fire, the 
cricket fairy hovering near. 


CHIRP THE SECOND. 


We find Caleb and his blind daughter, Bertha, busy at their daily task of making toys. We find also that Caleb has 
built a world of make-believe for his daughter. He tells her that their poor tumbledown house is a trim cosy cottage, that 
Tackleton is a kind and generous master. He buys presents for her, ptetending that they come from her employer, and 
Bertha, poor girl, has fallen in love with this “ picture ” of Tackleton. 


This is the anniversary of the Peerybingles’ wedding and they come to spend it with Caleb and Bertha. ** The 
Stranger " comes too, and Tackleton and May Fielding. All goes well until the disguised Edward insults Tackleton and then 
rushes out into the yard, followed by Dot who begs him to be calm. Tackleton observes them from the window, he thinks 
they are lovers and triumphantly points them out to John, who, seeing Edward without his wig and not recognising him as 
Caleb's son, believes that his little wife is false to him. 


CHIRP THE THIRD. 


The Peerybingles return home. Dot and the baby go to bed and the stranger to his room. John, sad and distraught, 
isalone. Seeing his gun, he seizes it and rushes to the doot as if to beat it down and then kill the man whom he believes to 
have ruined his happiness. While he tries vainly to control himself the Cricket gives a loud Chirrup. At the sound John's 
wild mood vanishes and he falls upon a chair, burying his face in his hands. He sleeps. The Cricket fairy rises from the 
hearth and summoning all the household fairies to her aid, shows John pictures of Dot as she has been to him, always faithful 
and loving and true. At dawn John awakes with a new heart and a new courage. He does not now believe Dot unfaithful, 
but he thinks that she loves the stranger and he determines to make her free. 


Tilly comes downstairs having wept all night because her beloved master and mistress are unhappy. She goes to waken 
the stranger, but there is no answer to her knocking. Tackleton enters, goes into the stranger’s room, finds it empty. He tells 
John and together they leave the house. Dot comes downstairs full of excitement. Caleb enters with Bertha—a changed 
Bertha who begs her friend to tell her what her home and her father are really like. Suddenly a voice is heard singing outside, 
Edward enters, disguised no longer, and takes his father and sister in his arms. “ And that is not all," says Dot, bringing in 
May Fielding, and we hear that May and Edward have eloped and ate married. John enters, all is explained and he thankfully 
takes his little wife in his arms once mote. In the midst of all this merriment Tackleton returns—but a changed Tackleton— 
surely the fairies have been with him also. He forgives May and Edward and gives them his blessing. Good news spreads 
quickly and soon the villagers come running in and the curtain falls upon a scene of general congratulation and jollity.

patriotic exertions of John Fane (Lord Burghersh), eleventh Earl of Westmor-

OBJECTS. 


The obje&s of the Academy, as set forth in its Charter, are “ to promote the cultiva- 
tion of the science of music, and to afford facilities for attaining perfection in it by assisting 
with general instrution all persons desirous of acquiring a knowledge thereof,” and by a 
Supplementary Charter granted November 29th, 1910, the privileges of the Institution 
were extended so as “ to do all and all manner of a&s and things whatsoever and whereso- 
ever which shall be necessary for or conducive to the effe&ing or carrying out the objects 
of the Royal Academy of Music or which the Board of Dire&ors thereof shall in their 
discretion consider necessary." 


HISTORY. 


Shortly after the opening of the Academy, His Majesty King George IV. further 
evinced his interest in the School by granting it a Royal Charter on June 23rd, 1830. His 
successors, King William IV., Queen Victoria, King Edward VIL, and King George V. 
wete also Patrons of the Academy, and continued the pecuniary contribution to its funds. 


Following the lamented death of His Majesty King George V., His Majesty King 
Edward VIII. has graciously assented to head the list of Royal Patrons. 


His Royal Highness the Duke of Connaught and Strathearn has honoured the 
Academy by ating as its President since the year 1900, and has shown continued interest 
in the work of the School by presiding year after year at the Annual Distribution of 
Prizes and Awards.
